Federal Action to Prevent 


Sugar Speculation 
Results In Drop 


(By1 the Associated Press) 
NEW YORK — Raw sugar 


futures took a 
perpendicular 


drop 
of 
approximately 
50 


points on the coffee and sugar 
exchange today upon receipt 'of 
word of the governments suit 
to enjoin trading in sugar fut- 
ures. Heavy general selling 
developed as soon as news of 
the injunction suit reached the 
floor. 
Drops ranged from 30 


to 74 points, but were followed 
by a rally which carried back 
35 points. Although the action 
today was a civil suit, Assist- 
ant Attorney General Seymour 
announced thai the government 
was also considering criminal 
proceedings under the Sherman 
law and was pursuing an inves- 
tigation along that line.

WASHINGTON—Injunction pro- 


ceedings to complete shut off trad- 
ing in sugar futures, unless backed 
by actual ownership or control of 
sugar, -were instituted in New York 
by the federal government. 


The governments bill, 
prepared 


under the direction of Atty. Gen. 
Daugherty after consultation 
with 


President Harding asks the court to 
permanently prevent the New York 
Coffee and Sugar Exchange from 
entering into or 
permitting 
any 


transactions in sugar "unless . the 
person purporting! to bialae itscc'j 
sale has in his possession or under 
his control a- supply of sugar ade- 
quate to meet the requirements of 
such transaction." 


The action is requested, the gov- 


ernment says, as a result of an 
"orgy of speculation," which haj 
driven up the price of sugar to the 
consumer and which during Feb- 
ruary enriched the pocketbooks of 
brokers by $900,000. 
A "conspir- 


acy in restraint of trade and com- 
merce," is charged and officials of 
the exchange and of the New York 
Coffee and Sugar Clearing 
House 


association against which the in- 
junction would be directly 
jointly 


with the exchange are asked to ap- 
pear in courc and answer the gov- 
ernment's allegations. 


The court was advised in the bil 
that the exchange and the clearing 
house association serve no legiti- 
mate or useful purpose in the mar- 
keting in interstate and ^foreign 
commerce and raw and refined su- 
gar, but "exist only as a means 
contracting and speculating."

The governor 
said that regulation of these socie- 
ties was a local matter that should 
be dealt with by school authorities 
and not by the state. 


"The responsibility rests upon the 


community, and under such circum- 
stances the state should not intrude 
its paternalistic 
and supervising 


power over local authority affect- 
ing purely local 
matters," 
Gov. 


Blaine declared. 


The governor's veto message says 
in part: 


"The courts have frequently held 


that, they will not interfere with the 
governing board of a school in its 
enforcement of all lawful and rea- 
sonable rules for the conduct of the 
school. 


The proposecKbill -does not con- | 


'er explicit authority either -upon 
< 


.he teacher or the governing board 
of the school to expel'a pupil buit 
must be assumed that that power 
s intended to be conferred upon 
either the teacher or the 
school 


soards. The power to expel a pu- 
pil for belonging to any fraternity 
or secret organization that is in 
any degree a _school organization,. 
if such fraternity or secret organ- 
ization 
in any 
manner operates 


against the good government of the, 
School ,is beyond question in 
the 


school boards- and teachers. 


'One test to be applied to legis- 


lation is, Is there any necessity for 
:he proposed legislation? 
If not, 
then there is no reason for its. en- 
actment. 
Apply this test clearly 
this bill ought not to become a law, 
as1 the power it confers is now pos- 
sessed by school authorities-. 


"In fact, this bill may even limit 


;he power 
of 
school 
authorities 


with respect to organizations1 that 
are in some degree school organiza- 
tions, though neither secret frater- 
nities nor secret organizations, but 
just as odious .to the good govern- 
ment of a schol. 
-It is a well- 


known rule of construction that' 
legislation that 
confers 
specific 


limited power upon ang governing 
body, by implication- excludes the 
exercise of any power in that par- 
ticular field except 
the 
special 


power conferred. 
"Applying that rule of construc- 


tion, I am convinced that there is 
grave danger of this bill limiting 
the present power of school boards 
over the .activity of pupils_in- con- 
nection with, any organization that 
is- in any degree a school organiza- 
tion. For that reason the 
bill 


should not have executive approval. 


"There is another 
valid reason 


for disapproval of this act. 
The 


act imposes a distrustful and pre- 
snmptious paternalism. 
It takes 


the guardianship of school conduct 
under the arm of the state. It tends 
to destry responsibility and the re~ 
sponsibility of a community. 
It 


annihilates the capability of self- 
government, 
"If the government is to be 


charged with the ;duty of attending 
to everything, it must, 
of course, 


also be held responsible for every- 
thing. 
Commanding, 
instrnctinfi, 


directing and advising in regard 
to 
everything, 
government 
will 


then be required to foresee every- 
thing, even 'the fancies of fashion, 
the whims of trade, the freaks of 
the weather,' and, paraphrasing an 
illustrious author, the government 
is asked to become the- terrestrial 
Providence. 
"Secret fraternities' 
and secrel 


organizations, and even non-secrel 
organizations that are in any de- 
gree school organizations may con- 
stitute a vice and a curse. When 
that vice or that curse exists, the 
power of the community exists to 
eliminate 
it. 
The 
responsibility 


rests upon that community, anc 
upon such, circumstances the state 
should not intrude its paterntlistic 
and supervising power over loca 
authority affecting purely local af- 
fairs."

The work in Wisconsin under the 
state compulsory 
education _ law 


which aims to brine education^ 
contact to the working boy and fir! 
if permitted to be fully establish.ee 
and conducted will, Mr. Hambrecht 
said, become an incentive for a na- 
tional movement as an adjunct to 
child labor. 
"Tho state permits child labor be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 18 years, 
with varring legal safe.cruards for 
the working child's he_alth and safe- 
ty," the statement pointed out. "All 
of these safeguards are of prime im- 
portance, though negativp in char- 
acter* These safeguards preserve, 
in so. far as possible, the physical 
well being of the working child, 
while employed, as well as insuring 
reasonable hours of labor and a liv- 
ing: wage, and laws enacted for this 
purpose are generously administer- 
ed." 


Was Wisconsin Named After _ 


Tadeusz Wiscont, Pioneer? 


What is the origin of the name of 


our state? 
There'seema to have been no 


question about it before. Author- 
ities have always agreed that the 
Badger State was named after its 
principal river, -which the Indians, 
Winnebagoes or 
Pottawattamies, 


pronounced 
"Wisconsin." But 
a 


few days ago Secretary of Stato 
Fred K. Zimmerman received a 
letter-irom a resident of Poland, 
asking him to ascertain the abiding 
place of one Tadeusz Wiscont, who 
the writer says, came to this state 
early in the 19th century and "Clay- 
ed no small role," in its early his- 
tory. The writer inquires whether 
the name of the state is of Indian 
•origin or -whether it is not possible 
that it was named in honor of this 
Polish pioneer, Tadeusz Wiscont^ 
Mr. Zimmerman is trying to trace 


Wiscont. He has sent the letter to 
Dr. Quafe of the 
State Historical 


Society, and will be grateful to any- 
one for information on the subject. 


Similar letters are not uncommon 


in the state department. Anyone 
having an opportunity to visit Mr. 
Zimmerman's office at the time of 
mail distribution would find 
his 


desk piled high with letters—from 
six to eight thousand a day. He 
has received sixteen thousand in a 
single day. Among them are many 
in a foreign language, the majority 
German or Norwegian, but French, 
Italian and Spanish are not uncom- 
mon.
